THE SHAWSHEEN BRIDGE 


Situation to Satisfaction of 


Many Local Men Are Present. 


The postponed hearing relative to the 
Shawsheen Village Bridge on petition 
of William M. Wood and others, was 
held before the legislative committee 
on Harbors and Waterways at the 
State House on Tuesday last. The 
hearing was conducted by Representa- 
tive Robertson of North Andover, who 
introduced as the first speaker, William 
M. Wood. Mr. Wood made the follow- 
ing statement: 


It was somewhat unfortunate 
that the first notice for a hearing 
on this matter should have failed 
to reach the town officials of Ando- 
ver in a way to be satisfactory to 
them. I know that there was no 
purpose either on the part of the 
committee or the petitioners to 
have this matter given anything but 
the fullest opportunity for considera- 
tion, and I want to thank the com- 
mittee for postponing the hearing 
until this day in order that every- 
body might be advised. 

The town of Andover is repre- 
sented here by a committee ap- 
pointed at the recent annual town 
meeting, and that committee will 
undoubtedly state to you certain 
things that it may desire to have 
considered in connection with this 
matter. They cannot, however, 
have any more concern for either 
the protection of the rights of the 


town or the proper method of 
carrying on the particular pro- 
ject. involved in this legislation, 


than I do. I appear here as the 
chief petitioner simply because I 
am the largest property owner in 
the locality where this bridge is to 
be located, but the reat people who 
are concerned are those who must 
use the bridge and the highway as a 
means. of travel, and for those peo- 
ple it will be necessary to have 
many different factions here if all 
concerned were to be represented. 

This bridge is located on the 
highway that will lead directly 
from Lowell to Salem, connecting 
the population all along the line 
with the North Shore and Salem. 
On this highway there has already 
been expended between Shawsheen 
Village and Lowell, approximately

Remembering very gratefully the 
debt the Field Service owes to your in- 
terest in its efforts, we are sending 
you this brief story of the work directly 
accomplished through your generous 
contribution. 

Ambulance No, 127 was sent in in 
April, 1915, to Section Sanitaire No. 
3 operating in Alsace with postes-de- 
secours at Elartmansweilerkopf and 
Wittbach; in’ Lorraine ,at -Verdun-on 
the right bank of the Meuse, with 
postes at Braye; at Pont-a-Mousson 
with posts in the Bois de Pretre. In 
Defember, 1916, having been returned 
to Paris for repairs. this ambulance was 
assigned to a detachment of cars sent 
to the Vosges Mountains, where it 
evacuated wounded over roads never 
previously travegsed by automobiles 
and where it completed a service of 
nearly two years and a half with the 
French Armies. 

In our files at headquarters from 
which this record was taken we have 
all such data concerning the day's work 
of our ambulances at the front as was 


the French authorities of the Service, 
our chiefs of sections, and individual 
drivers. Lor many reasons, however, 
it has proved difficult’ and sometimes 
impossible to secure complete informa- 
tion. Often a car destined for a certain 
place met some mishap on its first 
journey, and, after being returned and 
repaired at its base, had to be  trans- 
ferred te meet a need in some section 
other than that originally intended 
During periods ¢f great military action,

TOWN MEETING EEHOES 


Andover’s Higher Values 

Andover’s last town meeting was a 
notable one, chiefly in its emphasis upon 
the higher values of our community life. 
These have never been lost sight of, but 
they were accentuated and pushed 
farther into the forefront of discussion 
than at any previous town meeting 
within the memory of the writer. A 
reasonable and distinctively moral at- 
mosphere pervaded the entire session. 
Every just claim was assured of a res- 
pectful heaving and a generous. res- 
ponse. All this disclosed a healthy 
heart-beat and furnishes a solid guaran- 
tee that her citizens will continue to 
cherish her traditional ideals and pass 
them on intact and untarnished to 
those who are to follow. No greater 
loss could be suffered by Andover than 
her failure to put first things first. All 
values are not of equal value. There 
are commercial values, domestic val- 
ues, educational values, governmental 
values and moral and spiritua! values. 
These values differ in worth: some are 
higher, some are lower. Why this is 
so, nobody knows. What we do know 
is that builded into man’s constitution 
is a power to discriminate the lesser 
from the greater. the lower from the 
higher in all life’s values. By virtue of 
this intuitive discernment we know 
that commercial values are of less worth 
than moral and spiritual values. A

miserly possessor of money is not to be 
compared in worth with the generous- 
hearted saint. Money has a value, but 
its chiel value lies in its convertibility. 
It can pass from a lower to a higher by 
the use to which it is put. The “pre- 
cious ointment” poured upon Jesus’ 
head had a marketable value. This 
the disciples were quick to recognize, 
but its owner saw in it a far richer and 
nobler value and by its use, lifted it on 
to a higher plane. This appreciation 
of the higher uses of money broke into 
expression throughout the discussions. 
The people were asked for more money 
than ever before, but, when assured 
that the budget had been carefully con- 
sidered and this money was to be con- 
verted into better roads, better paid 
teachers, and town servants, no objec- 
tion was raised. When the dollar is 
spent in procuring better roads, better 
protection of life, and property, better 
schools and care of the needy, it takes 
on a higher worth. Theodore Parker 
builded his money into brains when he 
spent three weeks’ income from picking 
berries to buy a dictionary. Gypsy 
Smith, whose sermons have thrilled the 
vast audiences in Brooklyn this winter 
builded his money into spiritual power 
when he paid the last ten shillings 
he had in the world to buy a Bible; the 
man in the parable builded ‘‘oil’? and 
“wheat” into friendship; America has 
builded $26,000,000, into conser- 
vators of her ideals, When Patrick 
Henry exclaimed, ‘Give me liberty or 
give me death:” he put a clear line of 
cleavage between one kind of value and 
that of another. 

Some such insight and aim charac- 
terized the voters of ‘Andover on March 
Ist. And they furnished the stage for 
the unfolding of one of the largest pro- 
jects ever contemplated by its citizens. 
This was. embodied in a report of the 
Committee chosen to recommend some 
fitting War Memorial. As Mr. Cole, 
the chairman of that Committee, passed 
in panoramic review the sacrifices of our 
soldier boys across the sea and of those 
who ably supported them at home, and 
graphically painted the ideals for which 
the war was waged, the higher senti- 
ments of the voters became vibrant, 
and all thought of lower values slunk in- 
to the rear. ‘‘We are not speaking in 
terms of how much it cost’’ said Prof. 
Forbes, who, taking the torch from Mr. 
Cole’s hand, carried it upon a. still 
higher range of values. In this Mem- 
orial he said we “offer you something 
noble, something worthy, something 
immortahzing.”’ 

Certainly it will mark a regressive 
step in our fair town when an appeal 
like this falls upon unresponsive hearts, 
for only by such appeals to the highest 
in man can be traced his progress from 
savagery to his present civilization, 
Not by a push from behind as our Evo-

charge of each clergyman is 
large and the distances he has to 
cover so great that it is deemed In- 
dispensable that he be supplied with 
motor transport. . 

The Right Rev. James Wise, 
Bishop of Kansas, wants motorcy- 
eles instead of automobiles for a 
number of his clergy. With them 
he will be able to supply a preacher 


rado, also asks for automobiles 
while the Right Rev. Paul Mat- 
thews of the Diocese of New Jersey 
wants, in addition to motor cars, a 
motor truck large enough to trans- 
port a priest with all the accessories 
needed for holding any-kind of a 
religious service—communion, fun- 
eral, morning prayer or wedding— 
so that out of the way communities 
in southern New Jersey may en- 
joy the religious advantages of 
more populous communities.

lutionists claim, but rather by a_per- 
suasive ideal beckoning from before, 
has come the dynamic pull of progress. 
Plans and suggestions that hold inthem 
promise of Community betterment 
should never be met by indifference nor | 
undebatable resistance. 

Andover can ill dispense with men of 
large vision and bold planning; men who 
call out the reserve power of a town. 
The writer wishes to record his hearty 
sympathy and approval of all such 
plans, for by their perpetuation of high 
ideals they spell progress. for our com- 
munity. If in his previous articles the 
writer has seemed to lay unusual stress 
upon the commercial needs of Andover, 
it has not been because of want of thor- 
ough appreciation of these higher val- 
ues; rather has it been because com- 
mercial values make possible these 
higher values. Money must be pos- 
sessed before it can be converted into 
brains, into civic betterment, into pat- 
rictic memorials. The woman must 
have the “precious ointment’’ to dedi- 
cate to spiritual uses; Theodore Parker 
must have his three weeks’ income be- 
fore he can buy his dictionary; Gypsy 
Smith must earn his shillings before 
he spends them for a Bible. Our Pil- 
grim Fathers established schools and 
founded Harvaed College and paid the 
cost in “corn’’, “‘silver spoons”, and 
“wampum.”’ But corn and_ silver 
spoons and wampum they possessed. 
Having money, get it over into higher 
values, — into roads, sewers, pure water, 
schools and churches— this is what 
money is for. There is a mighty power 
wrapped up in money when consecrated 
to these higher uses. ‘This fact is 
gcippingethe American people as never 
before. Hence colleges in our land are 
making unprecedented drives fcr mon- 
ey. The Protestant churches of Am- 
erica ave asking for no less than $400,- 
000,000, not to invest, but to trans- 
mute; but it must be gathered before it 
is transmuted. New Yovk City plans 
a $15,000,000. War Memorial. It asks 
this gnoney not as a tax, but as a vol- 
untfry gift from its citizens. It does 
not seem,just to levy a tax to raise this 
amount. 

Such tax when equitably levied and 
voluntarily assumed might be proper, | 
but when not equitably levied and not 
voluntary on the part of all its citi- 
zens, it is exceedingly improper. A 
War Memorial is not a town necessity. 
Were it so, a tax could justly be levied 
by the majority upon the minority to 
pay for it. It is rather a tangible ex- 
pression of gratitude and patrictism on 
the part of a large number of Andover 
citizens. As such, it is worthy of sup- 
port. Gratitude carries with it a ‘rec- 
ognition of favors received and a desire 
for expression. To levy a tax upon one 
citizen to pay the cost for the expres- 
sion of gratitude by another citizen, 
when such gratitude is not shared by 
the tax payer himself, is manifestly 
unjust. Expression of gratitude must 
be voluntary. In the matter of An- 
dover’s War Memorial, gratitude on 
the part of all its citizens may be as- 
sumed, but granting this, should not 
each citizen be free to determine in 
what manner and degree his gratitude 
should express itself? The Committee 
at great pains, has outlined a plan. 
Time is given for its consideration by 
all our townspeople. It certainly gives 
us a standard by:which to measure our 
civic ideals and our patriotism. 

We need be on‘our guard simply that 
our War Memorial shall adequately 
express our patriotism ‘and our grati- 
tude, and, that in transmitting it as our 
legacy to the future citizens of our town, 
we do not accompany it with a legacy 
of debt and reputation for extravagance. 
For wise stewardship, judicious man- 
agement and deliberate planning, «as 
well as. patriotism, belong among the 
higher values.

Bryn Mawr Endowment 


On the first of March-Bryn Mawr | 
College made its appeal to the public 
for help in raising $2,000,000 for in- 
creasing the salaries of its, faculty. 

The need for the money is apparent. 
The salary. paid a full professor at Bryn 
Mawr, is only $3,000 and _ there has 
been no advance since 1900. The only 
important increase in salary since that 
year has been 18‘; in the salary of the 
assistant professors. 

The college is very unwilling to close 
its doors to poorer students by in- 
creasing too much, the rate of tuition. 

Moreover, the alumnae, who number 
only about 2000, cannot raise the entire 
amount needed. Miss Helen Taft, 
acting president of the college, feels 
that the cause — like that of the other 
men and women’s colleges which are 
seeking help — is that of the American 
people. She says: 

“America is proud of its educational 
system, and American culture is a real 
thing and may come to be of greater im- 
portance in the world than it is possible 
for us to realize today. 

It is startling to think that the cul- 
ture of the next few generations miy de- 
pend on the expenditure of a few mil- 
lion dollars now, at a time when the 
world has just ceased spending billions 
in a struggle to prevent civilization from 
a reversion to brute force. No country 
ean afford to be parsimonious in its 
educational system. Such a_ policy 
would strike at the roots of its business 
and industrial, as well as its intellectual 
and social life. 

In all the world’s history no country 
that stifled its arts and sciences has left 
anything but a brief page in history, a 
sort of ‘also run” classification. The 
United States cannot afford to lose its 
culture, and I feel sure that the people

In an issue of the Townsman some 
weeks ago, we read an article from a 
farmer (?) in favor of “Daylight Sav- 
ing.” We can’t but question the right 
he has to call himself a farmer in view of 
¢ertain statements he made. We won- 
der if this farmer (?) knows there are 
Grangers and Grangers. We wonder if 
he knows the farmers are sending in pe- 
titions against daylight saving and al- 
most all are Grangers. One of the most 
harmful things to many crops is working 
ing among them while they are wet. 
We will take one of the many cases we 
could tell of, where it is an injury to 
the farmer, and if practiced many times 
more will surely bring down the amount 
of production. A farmer has a number 
of loads of hay out, that needs a little 
more sun and has to be left out over 

night. As often happens, there may 
be a shower or heavy dew and the hay 
has to be taken up and dried until the 
next afternoon. About the time the 
hay should be put in the barn, the help 
is laying down. his rake and fork and 
going home and the farmer is left to do 
it alone or leave it out another night, 
perhaps to become ruined or at the best, 
it will be depleted in food and milk 
value. During the war no persons were 
patriotic than the farmers with small 
returns for the long day’s work. With 
his sons in the service he answered his 
country’s call to produce crops and 
more crops and in many cases, no help 
but his-wife with all her housework to 
do. Now the war is over and it is not 
necessary to practice daylight saving, 


er, all he asks is a fair chance for the 
day he should have to get his work done. 
Even a worm will tutn and the time will 
come when the patient overworked 
farmer will produce, as many are 
already doing, only enough for his own 
use. He can so live much better than 
his city or town brother, who is in favor 
of daylight saving, can live without

IDEA ENDORSED 


important Congregational Com- 
mittee Votes to Join Big 
Protestant Movement 


DENOMINATION WILL 
ASSUME BUDGET SHARE 


One hundred leaders of the Con- 
gregational Church have just met in 
Chicago and enthusiastically endorsed 
the Interchurch World Movement, 
pledging that denomination to under- 
write its portion of the Interchurch 
budget. This action definitely and 
formally ties up the Congregational 
‘World Movement with the Interchurch 
World Movement and marks the addi- 
tion of another of the great denomina- 
tions of America to the World Move- 
ment. 


“There was no question about our 
endorsement of the Interchurch World 
Movement or of underwriting our 
share of the budget,” said Dr. Frank 
H. Sheldon, general secretary of 
the Congregational Education Board. 
“The church stands behind the move- 
ment as an united body, deeming it a 
world need at the present time.” 

On motion of Dr. C. EB. Burton, sec- 
retary of the Home Missionary Exten- 
sion Boards, the committee refused, at 
the present time, to accept any greater 
allocation of the Interchurch budget 
than is contained in its own world 
movement budget. 

Chosen by National Council 

The Committee of 100 was ap- 
pointed by the National Council of the 
church at Grand Rapids in October to 
carry on the campaign of the Congre- 
gational World Movement for, $50,- 
000,000 a year for Home and Foreign 
Missions, Education and Church Ex- 
tension. 

Among those present were Dr. Hu- 
bert Herring, general secretary of the 
Naticaal Council; Cornelius H. Pat- 


ton, secretary of the American Board | 


of Foreign Missions, and Herman 
Swartz, secretary of the Congrega- 
tional World Movement. 

The action of the Committee of 100 
was forecast by the announcement of 


the Congregational delegates after at- | 


tendance at the recent World Survey 
Conference at Atlantic City. There 
were 115 members of this delegation, 
representing all sections of the coun- 
try and all interests in the denomina- 
tional life of the church. This dele- 
gation, after the conclusion of the 
Survey, and a very free discussion of 
the most important problems and 
methods, gave its emphatic approval 
to the Interchurch World Movement 
both for the soundness of its policies 
and the wisdom of its program.

Announcement is made that Phillips 
Neademvy, Andover, which has-been-en- 
gaged for over four months in carrying 
on a nation-wide campaign for a build- 
ing and endowment fund of $1,900,000, |

The 
Treasury Department of the United 
States arose and said: “At this mo- 
ment when the captains and the kings 
depart we will call the people back 
to the thrift of war days.

And there was created 
the Treasury Department’s Thrift and 
Savings Movement, built upon the 
splendid foundation of the Savings 
Campaign ‘conducted during the war. 
Among the instruments of war finance

capital through small steady invest- 
ment could be taught. These Stamps 
had been the means of raising almost 
a billion dollars of revenue for the 
Government during the war and had 
become popular. It was therefore 
decided that they should be contin- 
ued and their name, W. S. S., which 
was assuming the importance of a 
trade-mark, should be permanently 
adopted.

Saturday, Mar. 6—Many automo- 
hile owners, both men and women, who 
are planning their spring and summer 
trips are taking advantage of a new 
course in automobile maintenance being 
offered by the division of university ex- 
tension of the state department of edu- 
cation. The first meeting of the class 
will be held on Monday, March 15th at 
7.30 o'clock, at the Lawrence Y. M. C. A 
The class will meet weekly and enroll- 
ments will be received any time before 
the 15th by Edgar Folk, industrial 
secretary, at the Y. M. C. A.—An 
electric car sweeper — the first to reach 
this city — was given its initial tryout 
on the streets of Lawrence, Friday 
morning. The car is owned by the 
astern Massachusetts Street Railway 
and is one of twelve recently completed 
for use on the entire system. There are 
ten-foot sweep boards on both sides of 
the vehicle and the purpose is to use 
these to level off the snow in the street 
when the huge brush clears the snow 
from the rails——Mayor William P. 
White submitted the 1920 budget to the 
City Council at a special meeting this 
morning. It was unfavorable to the 
Council and they voted to lay it on the 
table for two weeks, the mayor sug- 
gesting that he wanted a more detailed 
accounting from the department heads 
before he would recommend any in- 
creases.
